seemed determined to set at defiance all restraint. They 
have now become the terror of the surrounding coun­ 
try.” 
Several military companies had arrived on {he 
spot, and a thorough examination of the shanlees had 
been made and all the fire arms found in them taken pos­ 
session of by the authorities ; but nothing was found 
which could be identified as the property of any of the 
murdered persons.
